OPTIC neuritis, o r inflammatio n 
o f the nerve which leads fro m the 
ey e to the brain, may o ccur either as 
the result o f infectio n in the ey e it­ 
self o r in nearby structures. Fo r in­ 
stance, infectio n in the nasal sinuses 
may spread until it invo lves this im­ 
po rtant nerve. Infectio ns in the 
teeth o r to nsils may have the same 
result. Optic neuritis may also o ften 
result as a co mplicatio n o f diso rders 
o f the nervo us sy stem, such as mul­ 
tiple sclero sis o r sy phillis. Then, to o , 
the ex cessive use o f to bacco o r alco ­ 
ho l may be respo nsible. 
When the inflammatio n affects 
the nerve head in the back part o f 
the ey eball, it is called papillitis. If 
the inflammatio n affects the trunk 
o f the nerve, it is called retro bulbar 
neuritis. 
Common Diso rder 
Papillitis is a rather co mmo n dis­ 
o rder. When the ey e is ex amined 
with 
the 
o phthalmo sco pe, 
which 
makes it po ssible fo r the phy sician 
to lo o k at the back part o f the ey e­ 
ball, redness o f the papilla is no ted. 
The margins are blurred and indis­ 
tinct, and the veins are swo llen. 
Hemo rrhages may appear o n the 
papilla and immediately abo und it, 
and at times there is a swelling o f 
the tissues due to a co llectio n o f 
fluid in them. 
The diso rder is usually preceded 
by the lo ss o f visio n in the center a f 


the ey e. This lo ss o f visio n may 
o ccur befo re there is any sign o f dis­ 
ease sho wn by ex aminatio n with th* 
o phthalmo sco pe. 


May Start Suddenly 
The tro uble may sta rt suddenly o r 
gradually . As a rule, the disturbance 
lasts o nly a sho rt perio d o f time and 
reco very may take place in a few 
weeks 
under 
pro per 
treatment. 
Ho wever, this wo uld depend to a 
great ex tent o n the cause o f the 
tro uble. In mild cases, the ey esight 
may 
be co mpletely 
resto red. 
In 
o ther instances there is severe dam­ 
age to the nerve and permanent lo st 
o f visio n. The treatm ent, o f co urse, 
depends o n the cause o f the tro uble. 
In any event, when there is any 
disturbance o f the ey esight there is 
a need fo r immediate ex aminatio n 
by an ey e specialist. He can use the 
o phthalmo sco pe fo r a careful ex ami­ 
natio n o f the back part o f the ey e­ 
ball and determine the so urce o f the 
difficulty . Then pro per treatm ent 
may be immediately carried o ut.

OPTIC neuritis, or inflammation 
of the nerve which leads from the 
eye to the brain, may occur either as 
the result of infection in the eye it­ 
self or in nearby structures. For in­ 
stance, infection in the nasa! sinuses 
may spread until it involves this im­ 
portant nerve. Infections in the 
teeth or tonsils may have the same 
result. Optic neuritis may also often 
result as a complication of disorders 
of the nervous system, such as mul­ 
tiple sclerosis or syphilis. Then, too, 
the excessive use of tobacco or alco­ 
hol may be responsible. 
When the inflammation affects 
the nerve head in the back part of 
the eyeball, it is called papillitis. If 
the inflammation affects the trunk 
of the nerve, it is called retrobulbar 
neuritis. 
Common Disorder 
Papillitis is a rather common dis­ 
order. When the eye is examined 
with the ophthalmoscope, which 
makes it possible for the physician 
to look at the back part of the eye­ 
ball, redness of the papilla is noted. 
The margins are blurred and indis­ 
tinct, and the veins are swollen. 
Hemorrhage* may ap pea- on the 
papilla and immediately a ound it, 
and at times there is a swelling of 
the tissues due to a collection of 
fluid in them. 
The di«order is usually preceded 
by the loss of vision in the center of 


the eye. This loss of vision may 
occur before there is any sign of dis­ 
ease shown by examination with th# 
ophthalmoscope. 


May Start Suddenly 
The trouble may start suddenly or 
gradually. As a rule, the disturbance 
lasts only a short period of time and 
recovery may take place in a few 
weeks 
under 
proper 
treatment. 
However, this would depend to a 
great extent on the cause of the 
trouble. In mild cases, the eyesight 
may be completely restored. In 
other instances there is severe dam­ 
age to the nerve and permanent loss 
of vision. The treatment, of course, 
depends on the cause of the trouble. 
In any event, when there is any 
disturbance of the eyesight there is 
a need for immediate examination 
by an eye specialist He can use the 
ophthalmoscope for a careful exami­ 
nation of the back part of the eye­ 
ball and determine the source of the 
difficulty. Then proper treatment 
may be immediately carried out

“Save the protein your high 
quality legume crops store up. 
by cutting hay at the right bloom 
stage." Larry A Best. Pickaway 
Countv agricultural 
agent ad­ 
vised farmers here Wednesday. 
“ Good m anagem ent in cut­ 
ting hay early.” he says, “is 
just as important as good cul­ 
tural practices and plenty of 
fertilizer at seeding time. By 
cutting hay when its nutritive 
value is highest, you get the 
hest crop utilization from your 
farm animals. 
“ You provide dairy cows and 
beef animals with high value for­ 
age. rich in proteins, minerals 
and vitamins. 
You 
get more 
milk and meat per animal. 
“ Leaves are the lifeblood of 
any hay. PounCTTor pound leaves 
contain twice Hie feed value of 
stems. As leaves are lost, the 
quality of hay deteriorates. 
"The value of early cutting 
was cited by G 
Bohsted. Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin animal nu­ 
trition researcher, in reporting 
results of U. S. Department of 
Agriculture tests at the Huntley, 
Montana, field station.

bloom stage yielded 1.427 pounds 
of protein per acre. 
At half 
bloom, the protein yield 
was 
1.381 pounds and at full bloom, 
P98 pounds. Cows fed the three 
different kinds of hay. produced 
404. 345. and 331 pounds of milk, 
respectively. 
“ Cutting time often depends 
on danger periods from insect 
pests, weather and the press of 
other farm work, but all things 
considered, early cutting usually 
pays the best dividends. 
“ In areas where the second 
crop of alfalfa may be subject 
to leaf-hopper damage, it is 
advisable to hold the first cut­ 
ting until hoppers have depos­ 
ited their eggs. The eggs are 
destroyed in the curing proc­ 
ess and the tender growth of 
second crop alfalfa is l e s s 
damaged by leaf hoppers. 
“ Tests on led clover at the 
University of Illinois’ Morrow 
plot at Urbana, showed the pro­ 
tein-saving benefits of early cut­ 
ting, according to Prof. H. J. 
Snider. Red clover bay cut on 
May 20, last year showed a 21 
percent protein content. When 
cut on June 8. the same clover 
showed only 14 percent protein. 
Each ton of hay contained 420 
pounds of protein on May 20 and 
only 280 pounds on June 8. That 
was a lc^s qf 140 pounds total 
protein per ton of hay.”

Eisler arrived in P r a g u e 
yesterday from England where 
his attorney also is 
trying to 
collect from the 
British gov­ 
ernment for the seisure of the 
Communist aboard the Polish 
Ship Batory 
at 
Southampton 
by British police. 
Eisler was 
arrested 
by 
the , 
British at the request of U. S. of­ 
ficials who wanted him ex tra d i-1 
ted. A British court turned down 
the extradition request and freed 
Eisler. who is enroute to Leipzig 
in the Soviet zone of G erm any to 
take up a university post. 
Only yesterday the U. S. Sup­ 
reme Court upheld Eisler’s con­ 
viction and prison sentence of one 
to three years for 
concealment 
of his Communist 
activities 
in 
applying for an exit 
permit 
in 
1942. 
He was also found guilty more 
recently 
of contempt of Con­ 
gress.
